for  payments  will  be  accoptod  between  July  1  and  August  31. 

At  the  samo  time,  Kr.  announced  that  the  dairy  production 

program  will  be  continued  through  1945.     Subject  to  congressional  approval,  the 
proposed  payments  for  the  third  quarter  are  45  cents  a  hundredweight  for  milk 
and  ten  cents  a  pound  for  butterfat;     for  the  fourth  quarter,  70  cents  a  hundred- 
weight for  milk  and  16  cents  a  pound  for  butterfat.

Faced  with  an  even  more  critical  labor  shortage  than  last  year,  New  Mexico 
farmers  can  help  solve  their  problems  by  pooling  their  id^as  on  labor  saving 
oquipmcnt.    Ira  '.  Clark,  assistant  state  supervisor  ef  tho  emergency  farm  labor 
program,  is  collecting  the  ideas. 

"Any  gadget  that  makes  work  easier,  any  idea  that  reduces  the  number  of 
farm  hands  usually  required  to  do  a  job,  that's  the  sort  of  thing  wo  want,"  he 
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says.    "If  a  farmer  is  using  a  simplified  post  puller,  farm  grain  elevator,  #r 
a  fltat  for  a  self-watering  system,  he's  the  man  we're  looking  frr.  Inplements 
don't  have  to  be  triginal.     If  they  can  be  made  by  a  farmer  or  his  looal  black- 
smith, they  can  help  him  meet  the  labor  shortage." 

Farmers  should  submit  ideas  or  rough  drawings  of  equipment  to  Mr.  Clark  at 

Stato  College  or  to  County  Agent  .    If  enough  ideas  can  be 

collected,  they'll  be  published  in  a  bulletin  that  will  be  distributed  through- 
out tho  State  .
